jig tow boat Sam Brown, owned by the Monongahela 
Consolidated Coal and Coke Co., of Pittsburgh, ex- 
ploded while the boat was tied up at the Ohio shore 
opposite Huntington today. The boat was totally 
wrecked and sank within a few minutes. 


Included in the list of known dead are C. H. 


Robinson, William Cousins and Wesley Fess, fire- 
men, who were on duty at the time of the explosion. 
All reside in Middleport, Ohio.

or, says there were thirty-four persons on board the 
boat. 


Eleven are known dead and four are still missing. 
Captain Lew C. Blair, of Pittsburgh, in command 


of the boat, is missing, and is believed dead. 


Four men injured in the explosion are in a hos- 


pital here. 


FRAGMENTS HURLED TO W. VA. SHORE 


The Sam Brown had come from the Kanawha river, with a tow 


of barges and had added several barges here .owned by the Island 
Creek Coal Co. She tied up last night on the Ohio shore opposite 
Huntington to straighten her tow, and this morning was preparing 
to cast loose and continue down the river, when the boilers ex- 
ploded without warning. The boat was completely wrecked, frag- 
ments being hurled for long distances, some of them across to 
the West Virginia side of the river:

One of the most interesting developments of the 
meeting of 


the United Mine Workers of America at Indianapolis last week, 
was the decision to remain at work this spring while negotiations 
were being carried on for a new scale of wages with the 
opera- 


tors. Hitherto the miners have promptly laid down their tools on 
the First of April, when the scale expired, regardless of the condi- 
tion of negotiations, or fair prospects for an ultimate agreement. 
In this way miners have lost many thousands of dollars in -wages, 
and operators have had their entire business disarranged. Presi- 
dent White, of the Miners' organization is a far seeing and shrewd 
leader of labor forces and he realized the senselessness of quitting 
work when there was hope for adjustment, 
and an 
adjustment 


which would, of course, date back to the time of the expiration of 
the old scale. He has been battling for some years for a decision to 
keep on working while negotiations were in progress and this time 
he was successful. 


And, 
we believe that the result will be most beneficial. Chances 


for a satisfactory adjustment of labor troubles are always better 
when work is going on than when men are on strike. 
When fac- 


tories are tied up and workmen have laid down their tools, n fac- 
tory owner is more liable to be unreasonable, to stand out 
with- 


out concession for what he conceives to be his best interests, than 
f he were operating his plant. He has been forced to shut down, 
he knows exactly what the loss is from suspension, he has lost his 
trade for the present and he is in a mood to fight it out. Then, on 
the other hand, workmen on strike, are more liable to remember 
all of the disagreeable things of their employment and forget the 
pleasant part of the work, the little considerations that have been 
shown, to become unjust to the employer. Then it is that the ex- 
tremists on both sides get into the saddle. In short each sees only 
liis own side and that own side in its most exaggerated form. There 
ire times when a strike is unavoidable, times when the strike is the 
only means by which grievances can be adjusted. But when it is 
possible to negotiate and with fair prospects, or any prospect of 
adjustment, we agree with President White, of the Miners, 
that 


the best interests of both capital and labor call for delay in sus- 
pension of work until all hope for settlement is gone.

Judge Scores Negro Brute 


Oliver Jackson, 
colored 


man arrested in this city, a 
few weeks ago oh suspicion 
of the assault upon Ruth Mc- 
Gilliard, 18^ a Mt. Healthy 
high school girl, and convict- 
ed of the crime in the Hamil- 
ton county courts last week, 
was sentenced to the peni- 
tentiary by Judge Oosgrave 
in Cincinnati, Tuesday, the 
court accompanying; the sen- 
tence with the recommenda- 
tion that he be kept there 
for the maximum period, fif- 
teen years- 


In passing sentence upon 


Jackson, Judge Cosgrave said 


"The jury found you guilty 


of one of the most brutal 
crimes known to the law, an 
attack upon a young girl, a 
school girl, a mere 
child. 


There is no doubt of your 
guilt. 


"It was noticed by the 


court that at no time during 
the' two days of the trial did 
you once meet the gaze of this 
girl. An innocent man does 
not fear to look into the eyes 
of his accuser. 


"Under the law the pen- 


alty for your crime is grossly 
inadequate, but using all the

tawrence county is said to be considering the 'building of sev- 


eral nules of roads this coming .season, and further that it is like- 
ly that the roads Vill Ibe fonilt'ol material other than' trick upon 
the theory that material will be cheaper and more .miles of road 
can thus b« improved. We think that Lawrence county commis- 
sioners will find they have made a graye mistake if they do not 
use brick just ai the commissioners of Scioto county did in build- 
ing a portion of the Scioto Trail roadway of other material.

It would look like good 'business judgment on the 
part of Lawrence county commissioners to "do, what the road au- 
thorities in adjoining counties are doing, to use the very best 
material available, and road experts are agreed that brick is the 
Jiest material.

THE MINERS' DECISION 


One of the most interesting developments of the meeting of 


he United Mine 'Workers of America at Indianapolis last week, 
•as the decision to remain at work this apring while negotiations 


were being carried on for a new scale of w»ge» with the operii- 
ors. Hitherto the miners hare prcmptly laid down their tools on 
he First of April, when the icale expired, regardless of the condi- 
ion of negotiations, or fair prospects for an ultimate agreement, 
n this way miners have lost many thousands of dollars in wages, 
nd operators have had their entire business disarranged. Preai- 
ent White, of the Miners' organization is » far teeing and shrewd 
eader of labor forces and he realized the senselessness of quitting 
work when there was hope for adjustment, and an adjustment 
'hich would, of course, date back to the time of the expiration of 
he old scale. He has been.battling for some yean for a decision to 
eep on working while negotiations were in progress and this time 
e was successful. 


And, we believe that the result will be most beneficial. Chances 


for a satisfactory adjustment of labor trouble* are always better 
when work is going on than when men are on strike. 
When fac- 


tories are tied up and workmen have laid down their tools, a fac- 
tory owner is more liable to be unreasonable, to stand out with- 
out concession for what he conceives to be his best interests, than 
if he were operating his plant. He has been forced to shut down, 
he knows exactly what the loss is from suspension, he has lost his 
trade for the present and he is in a mood to fight it out. Then, on 
the other hand, workmen on strike, are more liable to remember 
all of the disagreeable things of their employment and forget the 
pleasant part of the work, the little considerations that have been 
shown, to become unjust to the employer. Then it is that the ex- 
tremists on both sides get into the saddle. In short each sees only 
his own side and that own side in its most exaggerated form. There 
are times when a strike is unavoidable, times when the strike is the 
only means by which grievances can be adjusted. But when it is 
possible to negotiate and with fair prospects, or any prospect of 
adjustment, we agree with President White, of the Miners, that 
the best interests of both capital and labor call for delay in sus- 
pension of work until all hope for settlement is gone!

He is the. first Jew 
ever named for a like position, and, of course, that goes ill with 
many. To us the particular selection is as refreshing as it is pleas- 
ing. Louis D. Brandeis is undoubtedly a man of ability, just 
as .he is a lawyer of singular attainment. His talents have been 
employed against influences that are both harmful and evil and 
never has he-been accused of dishonorable act or of associations 
with movements that were inimical to the common weal. If his 
purpose and impulse ran to extreme it was to the ideal. In choos- 
ing him PresidenUWilson seems not only to have made a worthy 
individual selection, but with that grace personal to himself he 
has traveled the Democratic party right up to its original princi- 
ple, for office and honor neither creed nor race, pick men.
